«On Saturday afternoon, a few coatlemen,
by iavitation of Dr. S. G. [Towe, the super-
intendent, visited this institation. It was
truly an interesting exhibition, and no ons,
we think can witness the progress in learning
which the scholars have made in less tl..,T
tirce months, witheut astonishment and ad-
miration.

O:e young man, who
had learned, Yefore he cntered the institution,
the usc of carpenter’s tools. exhibited sowe
mahogany crickets of his own manulacture,
znd a wcaver’s loam, swhich he is tuildiag
and has nearly finished. Specimens of fl1or
mats, made of Manilla grass, by the stlolars,
I were also shown,
The banks nsed by the blind, it has been
before cxplained to our readers. are printed
ia raisad characters, the letters being press.d
through fromthe back of the leaf, fiom which,
by passing the fingers over the word and lines,
the scholurs can read almost as fast as if bless-
cd with the faculty of sight, they would be
able to do from the books in common use.
‘The maps made use of are manufactured in
a similar manner, the boundaries, towns, ri-
vers, &c. being raised from the surface. In
these latter, Dr. Huwe has bisasc!f made some
alterations and improvemente, calcufIted to
facilitate the progress of the learner.
"Phis institation is oge well deserving the
public countenance and assistance. Similar
anes in Europe have been the mears of ren-
dering a large namber of blind persons wot
only happy 1n themselves, but useful to sout-
cty; the inmates being taught to e secute in-
genions works, with an accuracy and delicacy
Which is seldom exceedud by the most clear
wighted pereons.—Mons. Trencheri, theprin-
cipal teacher, who was brought out froin
France, during the last summer, isa gentle-
man of fine taste and a good schelar, and the
progress of his pupils shows him to be a ca-
pahle and snccessful teacher. ~We believe
that it.is only necessary to mzke “the pablic
acqmiinted with this institution toensure for
it the hearty support aod liberal patronage ol
the charitable and public spirjted.”
